BURNED TO A CRISP. 
The Horrible Death ot Little Mary: 
Waggoner. 


About balf-pest feur o’clock yesterday even. 
ing, M:. Fox’s family. residing on Shelby street 
between Welnut and Maedi:on, were seaced in 
the back room of their residenc>, conversing 
Dleasantiy and engaged in domestic metrerr, 
The group consisted Of Mrs. Fox, two step- 
daugbierg, one step-son and a lady visitor who 
was spending the evening with them. Every- 
thiag was ubpusualiy auiet, both about the 
builldizg and in the néighborbood. Ever io 
the yard bo poise indicated the terribie 
tragedy Which was being enacted. Little Mary 
Waggoner, the daughter of Mra. Fox by her Grst 
marriage, and, im fact, her only child, bad just 
left the room, and, as was her custom, went into 
the yard to play. Her leaving attracted littie or 
no attention, and the family contipued. their 
merry conversation and their work. Little did 
they dream of the unfortunate end that awaked 
the chtia aad the which was soon to hang 
over the househeld. Very toon they were 
aroused by the cry,of “fire” anda rush of 
many people into the beck yard. They ran to the 
door, and beheld the little out-house in which 
were kept shavings, kindling-wood, sad coal, a)! 
on fire, the biage rising bigh into theair. Toe 
alarm Was given, and <fforts were made to ex- 
tinguish the flames with buckew of water. Io 
this way the flre was very soon subdued, and, 
¥ ben the emoke cleared away, a sight too hor- 
rible to deseribe—too terrible to contemplate 
withcut a : hudder— present~d itself, and revealed 
for the first time the sad catastrovhe whica had 
befallen the unfortunate child, The little gir; 
lay op her back. Every stitch of clotning was 
burned fromthe bedy. Even her slippers, like 
the tiny feetswhich they inciosed, were crisved 
to cirders. Her face was more damaged than 
acy other part, her lips, nose and eyes being al- 
most entizely consumed. She was taken up apd 
placed upon a table inthe yard, whece, without 
a murmur Or groan, almost without a struggle, 
ber lite passed quietly away, leaving the scarred 
aud biackened body as the only remaant ofa 
Joycus and promising giri. Noihing is knowa 
as (oO the origin of the fre, but the supposition 
1s tbat the child carried matches with 
her and ret the. shavings and 
ber clothing on fire. In ah prebability 
the bieze wag fret inhaled into ber mouta 
woleh so stifled and strangled every effort to 
scleam, that her cries Were Dol beard, altaough 
sc Veral persons were Wlibin forty or titty feet 
Of the place, 

The coal-house was perfectly open, and she 
could easily have escaped, had nothing preveat- 
edber. She was one of the pupiis ofthe Third- 
Wald secbeol, on Broadway, between Shelby 
apa Clay streets. Maoy of her classe- 
mate, hearing of her Sad death, came to see Lhe 
body, and were borrifed at its distorted aud 
seurred cOndhtion. She was regarded by her 
teachers and classmates as a child 0! more than 
ordipary application abd attainments.

must teke place on or after that date. 

These cheeks, having Dow po sctual existence,

Municipal Expenses. 
There are few things more difficult than 
an exact comparison of the relative ex- 
pense and usefulness of different municipal 


governments, It is not alone their di- 4 


versity of area, property and population 
that enters into the problem. Their fiscal! 
years end at different dates, and, conse- 
quently, their reports are not exactly for 
the same times. A year of one city is not 
exactly the same as the fiscal year of any 
othercity. The fiscal year of Louisville 
endsin January, and that of Cincinnati io 
_April. Then, again, the topography of 
each city, the character of its people, 
the mode and extent of its business, and 
its manner of keeping municipal accounts 
differ widely from those of every other 
city,and hence, even where the surface 
area and length of streets and alleys may 
be the eame in two cities, there may be in 
one a necessity for greater outlays for 
sewerage, police, fire department, street 
improvements or gas lights, than in the 
other. Then, again, one city may havea 
legacy tor good or ill from tormer rulers, 
and it may have profitable or unprofitable 
investments, reyenues or debts, which no 
other city has. The most that can be done 
in comparing the expensiveness and ser- 
vices of municipal governments, is to at- 
tain an approximation to truth, These 
considerations have been suggested by the 
message of the Mayor of Cincinnati, pre- 
sented Apri! 13th, and an attempt to con- 
trast the government of Cincinnati with 
that of ourown city. They lead us to 
the conclusion that the most that can be 
done is to presentin juxtaposition a few 
facts in relation to the scope, means and 
results of municipal administration in these 
cities. 

Our city has about one-third the area 
that Cincinnati with her recent territorial 
additions has. Lowsville covers about 
twelve and a third square miles of ground, 


and Cincinnati, now that she has annexed | 
so much suburban territory, comprises | 


very nearly forty square miles. 


In Cmecinnati, Mayor TorRENcE esti-- 


mates that there are 221,000 people, while 
in Louisville there are only about 105,000. 
In Louisville, property ot all kinds 
amounts in value to about eighty mil- 
lions of dollars, and ‘in Cincinnati it 


amounts to one hundred and twenty-eight | 


million dollars’ worth. 

The total tax in Louisville ‘s about ‘245 
cents on each hundred dollars’ worth of 
property, winle in Cincinnati the tax is 


about 280 cents on the hundred dollars’ 


worth of property. In eeoproes 
five-cents of the tax is to pay the 


no railroad tax. She has gives 
money to sid even the rallroads 


efit most her prosperity. She has ihead- 
ed debt of $4,888,000, but it was not con- 
tracted to build cr bridges. 
Louisville has a bonded debt of $4,910,- 
500, and a further debt’ ‘of $1,558,000 
amply secured by collaterals, but the deb; 
of Louisville is really myestments that 
must ultimately, if notfnow, yield large 
profits. The debt of Cincinnati was 

in 1870-reduced $137,000, and the bates 
fund reduced the bonded indebtedness of 
Louisville by taking up last year $244,000 
of bonds. 

We have do sufficient data from which 
to compare the entife expense of 
on the government of our eity and that 
of Cincinnati, since to do this would neces- 
sitate the omission of amounts which are 
expended for permanent improvements or 
old debts. Thus last year Mayor BaxTeR 
gave out $880,000 of bonds previously 
prepared to meet old liabilities, and in 
1871 Louisville will expend $1,500,000 in 
improvements of a permanent character. 

The police of Cincinnati comprises 279 
persons and that of Louisville 136 persons. 
The area of that part of Louisville which: 
requires close police supervision is much 
larger than that part of Cincinnati requir- 
ing similar supervision. The police system 
of Cinemnati cost last year $338,071 73, 
and that of Louisville only $130,610 59. 
Thus with little over one-third the expense 
and one-half the number of policemen, 
our police department supervises closely 
a larger area than that part of Cincinnati 
which contains the aggregation of proper- 
ty and population, and it almost wholly 
prevents burglaries, robberies and other 
high crimes by protessional thieves, while 
the papers of Cincinnati are full of such 
cases. If taxed wholly on persons police 
protection in Cincinnati would cost 107 
cents and in Louisville 123 cents to each 
individual yearly. It the burden ot sustain- 
ing police protection was wholly placed 
on property then a hundred dollars’ worth 
ot property, in Louisville would have to 
pay 16 cents a year for police protection, 
while for the same service property in 
Cincinnati would have to pay 25 cents on 
eech hundred dollars’ worth of property. 

In Cincinnati street cleaning cost last 
year $115,789 25, while in Louisville 
street cleaning and repairing cost during 
the same period $159,506 02. When Cin. 
cipnati gets to making streets for her rural 
population, as well as to ceunting them 
amopg her citizens and taxing them to 
support her city government, her expenses 
in this way will be largely increased. 

The maintenance of the work-house in 
Cincinnati cost last year $119,612 31, 
while ours only required an expenditure 
of $18,533, and in the value of the stone 
broken yielded considerable revenue on 
all expenses. 

The fire department of Louisville cost 
last year $93,756 02, and that of Cincin- 
nati $284,036 80. We have no data by 
which to estimate jhe comparative losses 
in each city from fires and thus ascertain 
the comparative efficiency of the fire dee 
partments. 

Sewerage is mainly a permanent im- 
provement rather than cost of manage- 
ment. Last year there was expended 
$137,197 53 on the sewerage of Cincin- 
nati, and $76,128 81 on that of Louisville. 

The Board of Health of Louisville cost 


‘Jast year $6,870 02, and that of Cincinnati 


about three times as much. The lighting 
the streets of our city with gas cost, last 
year, $95,100, while for similar services 
Cincinnati paid $171,393 95. 

The Mayor of Cincinnati felicitates his

From these partial and imperfect com- 
parisons we may at least derive the satis- 
faction of knowing that our city is, on the 
whole, not worse managed than others.
